To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Oswestry  Rural  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Environmental  Circumstances  of  the  District  for  the  year  1972. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1972  are,  in  general,  comparable  with 
those  of  1971. 

The  number  of  live  births  and  deaths  are  in  balance,  due  to  a  fall  in 
live  births  for  1972,  in  conformity  with  a  national  trend.  The 

national  figures  still  show  an  excess  of  births  over  deaths. 

✓ 

Still  births  are  slightly  raised,  but  deaths  under  1  week  of  age  are 
lower,  producing  a  picture  over  the  perinatal  period  of  continuing  care 
and  vigilance.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  perinatal  mortality  rate  at 
16  remains  below  the  national  rate  at  22. 

The  infant  mortality  rata  at  7  is  exceptionally  low  and  is  due  to  a 
reduction  of  infant  deaths  from  8  to  3.  It  is  not  expected  that  this 
very  low  rate  can  be  maintained.  As  the  number  becomes  lower  the 
avoidable  deaths  due  to  such  conditions  as  pneutnonia  become  less,  but 
some  congenital  deformities  remain,  and  these  are  more  difficult  to 
control.  However,  improvement  continues  each  year  and  the  target  must 
be  to  get  as  nearly  as  possible  to  no  infant  deaths  in  the  year. 
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Deaths  at  all  ages  show  an  increase  from  380  to  430.  Neoplastic  or 
cancer  type  deaths  increased  from  69  to  96,  cardio-vascular  deaths 
increased  from  206  to  239  and  chest  diseases  caused  an  increase  in 
deaths  from  34  to  49.  There  were  small  reductions  in  many  other 
causes  leaving  a  total  increase  of  30,  although  the  increased  number 
of  deaths  due  to  the  three  main  causes  was  75.  When  the  deaths  are 
considered  by  age  groups  it  is  seen  that  only  7  occurred  under  the 
age  of  35,  12  in  the  age  group  35  -  44,  and  13  in  the  age  group  45  - 
54,  making  a  total  of  32  under  the  age  of  55  years.  There  were  50 
deaths  in  the  age  group  55  -  64,  139  in  the  age  group,  65  -  74  and 
209  were  aged  75  and  over  at  death.  The  majority  die  in  the  older 
age  groups  and  of  the  32  dying  under  55  a  few  deaths  appear  to  be 
avoidable.  3  deaths  were  due  to  lung  cancer  and  1  due  to  bronchitis, 
possibly  caused  or  aggravated  by  smoking,  2  were  due  to  pneumonia  and 
4  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents.  There  is  an  improvement  over  1971 
in  the  reduction  of  all  other  accidental  deaths  from  7  to  5,  only  one 
being  under  75  years  old  and  in  deaths  due  to  suicide  and  self 
inflicted  injuries  from  6  to  0.  The  figures  for  lung  cancer  are 
disappointing,  having  gone  up  from  14  to  32.  This  is  largely  an 
avoidable  cause  of  death  due  to  smoking  cigarettes  which  does  reduce 
the  normal  life  span.  Deaths  due  to  lung  cancer  occurred  in  younger 
age  groups  than  normal,  there  being  2  aged  35  ~  44,  1  aged  45  -  54,  8 
aged  55  -  64,  17  aged  65  -  74  and  onl27  4  aged  75  years  and  over.  The 
sex  ratio  was  29  men  to  3  women. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  are  again  very  low  apart  from  a 
continuation  of  the  outbreak  of  measles  which  commenced  in  October  1971 
and  ended  in  April  1972.  The  usual  pattern  with  measles  is  an  outbreak 
every  2  years  as  the  number  of  susceptible  young  children  increases. 
However,  with  immunisation,  many  young  children  are  now  protected  and 
they  do  not  develop  measles.  In  each  outbreak  the  number  of  children 
catching  measles  becomes  less,  because  of  this  policy  of  immunisation. 
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The  number  of  primary  notifications  of  tuberculosis  rose  from  3  in 
1971  to  8  in  1972  and  variations  from  year  to  year  are  to  be  expected. 

All  cases  are  carefully  followed  up  and  thorough  contact  tracing  is 
carried  out.  As  mentioned  in  last  year's  report,  tuberculosis  needs 
constant  vigilance  and  is  gradually  becoming  less  of  a  scourage  with 
modern  treatment  and  improved  living  conditions.  Most  children  are 
protected  at  the  age  of  13  years  by  B.C.G.  vaccination. 

I  am  again  indebted  to  Mr  J.V.  Meredith,  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  for  his  part  of  the  report  dealing  with  the  health  of  the 
environment.  Reorganisation  is  to  take  place  on  the  first  day  of  April 
1974,  when  the  responsibility  for  environmental  health  will  remain  with 
the  District  Health  Authority  and  the  personal  health  services  will  be 
transferred  to  the  National  Health  Service.  This  is  designed  to  improve 
the  health  services  to  the  community  and,  at  the  same  time,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  continue  to  give  support  to  the  District  Health  Authority, 
when  required,  on  problems  of  environmental  health. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  the  North  Ward  General  Improvement  Area 
and  this  has  entailed  many  problems,  both  for  the  staff  and  the  residents 
in  the  area.  The  co-operation  from  the  tenants  has  been  good  and  the 
living  conditions  have  been  improved.  This  is  bound  to  have  a  beneficial 
effect  on  the  families  living  in  the  improved  houses.  The  general  living 
conditions  are  important  factors  in  mental  and  physical  health  and 
every  effort  has  been  made  to  rehouse  families  in  the  areas  that  they 
prefer  and  to  avoid  breaking  up  social  communities.  Similarly,  improvements 
continue  to  be  made  in  other  parts  of  the  rural  district  to  keep  pace  with 
modern  requirements  in  housing. 
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Other  duties  of  the  public  health  department  must  continue  and  advance 
in  step  with  the  improved  housing.  Steady  progress  is  being  made  and 
new  problems  continue  to  arise  and  require  solution.  The  details  can 
be  examined  in  the  report  and  Mr  Meredith  draws  attention  to  points 
where  priorities  require  to  be  met  in  future  planning. 

I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  continued  interest  and  support,  and  to  the  staff  for  their  willing 
help  throughout  the  year.

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NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


The  number  of  primary  notifications  is  raised  and  this  can  only  be 
reduced  by  careful  contact  tracing,  vaccination  of  susceptibles  and 
a  general  reduction  in  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  community. 
Occasional  increases  will  occur  whilst  the  general  tendency  is 
downwards.  The  death  rate  per  1,000  population  (respiratory)  is 
down  from  0.063  in  1971  to  0.031  in  1972.  This  represents  one  case 
only,  over  the  age  of  75.

Local  Heath  Authority  Clinics 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  the  County  Council  being  the 
Local  Health  Authority,  provides  child  health  clinics .  The  clinic  in 

Oswestry  is  held  at  30,  Upper  Brook  Street  every  Wednesday  from  9.30  a.m. 
to  12  noon  and  from  1.30  to  4.30  p.m.  Immunisation  against  Poliomyelitis, 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  and  Measles  is  provided. 

In  addition  a  mobile  clinic  is  in  operation  covering  most  of  the  rural 
villages.  It  visits  Gobowen  every  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday  in  the  month 
stationed  outside  the  Methodist  Schoolroom  from  2.00  to  4.30  p.m. 

Kinnerley  on  the  2nd  Tuesday  in  the  Month,  stationed  at  the  Village  Hall 
Car  Park  from  11.15  to  12.30  a.m.  Ruyton  XI  Towns  every  2nd  Friday  in 
the  month,  stationed  at  Birch  Grove  Estate  from  3.30  to  4.30  p.m.  St. 
Martins  every  1st  and  3rd  Tuesday  in  the  month,  stationed  at  the  Miners 
Institute  Car  Park  from  2.00  to  4.00  p.m.

Chiropody  Clinics 

A  Chiropody  Service  is  provided  by  Salop  County  Council  and  treats  patients 
at  Clinics,  Welfare  Homes  and  in  their  own  homes.  Mr  Smith  the  Chief 
Chiropodist,  assisted  by  Miss  Corbett,  holds  a  weekly  session  at  the 
Welfare  Clinic,  32  Upper  Brook  Street,  Oswestry  where  patients  from  the 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts  of  Oswestry  are  treated.  Patients  in  the 
Llanymynech,  Pant,  Llanyblodwel  and  Llynclys  areas  are  visited  by  Miss 
Naylor . 

Old  People's  Welfare  Homes  are  visited  as  follows 

Fairholme  twice  monthly 
Glentworth  once  monthly 
Morda  House  twice  monthly.

Weston  Rhyn  every  4th  Tuesday  in  the  month, 
stationed  at  Brookfield  Estate  from  9.30  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m. 

Whittington  every  1st  and  3rd  Tuesday  in  the  month,  stationed  at  the 
cul-de-sac  off  Station  Road  from  9.30  to  11.00  a.m.  and  at  The  Olde  Boote 
Inn  from  11.30  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m. 

National  Milk,  A  and  D  vitamin  capsules  and  A  and  D  liquid  are  availabe. 

The  Clinics  are  staffed  by  experienced  Health  Visitors  who  can  give  advice 
on  any  problem  connected  with  the  rearing,  feeding  and  management  of 
babies  and  young  children.  A  doctor  is  in  attendance  to  carry  out 
developmental  examinations  and  give  advice  on  medical  problems. 

Dental  Clinics 

The  Salop  County  Council  provides  a  dental  service  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers  and  for  pre-school  age  and  school  age  children.  The  aim 
of  the  School  Dental  Service  is  to  ensure  that,  as  far  as  is  practicable 
children  will  leave  school  without  the  loss  of  permanent  teeth,  free  from 
dental  disease  and  irregularity,  and  trained  in  the  care  of  their  teeth. 

The  Dentist  holds  frequent  weekly  sessions  at  the  Child  Health  Clinic, 

30,  Upper  Brook  Street,  Oswestry. 

Child  Guidance  Clinics. 

The  Child  Psychiatrist  sees  children  by  appointment  at  the  Child  Health 
Clinic,  30,  Upper  Brook  Street,  Oswestry  and  also  in  Shrewsbury.  Sessions 
are  also  held  in  all  parts  of  the  county  as  and  when  the  need  arises. 

Family  Planning  Clinics. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  hold  a  clinic  every  Thursday  between  6.30 
and  7.30  p.m.  in  the  County  Council  Clinic  at  30,  Upper  Brook  Street,  Oswestry.

Dr.  A„C.  Jones  is  the  Director  and  Bacteriologist  and  the  Micro-Biologist 
is  Dr.  CoA.  Morris. 

This  service  undertakes  work  for  local  authorities  free  of  charge  in  so 
far  as  it  is  relevant  to  diagnosis.  It  is  particularly  valuable  in  the 
examination  of  food  samples. 

NATIONAL  BLOOD  TRANSFUSION  SERVICE 

Today,  blood  transfusion  in  hospitals  is  an  everyday  occurrence,  and  is 
for  many  people  a  life  saving  treatment.  Loss  of  blood  in  accidents, 
childbirth,  operation,  anaemia  or  severe  burns  makes  heavy  demands  on 
this  invaluable  service. 

The  National  Blood  Transfusion  Service  Unit  based  in  Birmingham  visits 
Oswestry  twice  yearly  and  welcomes  all  donors,  both  the  "old  faithfuls" 
who  continue  to  respond  year  after  year,  and  new  donors.

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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  number  and  location  of  public  conveniences  remains  at  7  five  of 
which  are  in  the  Rural  Borough.  The  one  at  Beatrice  Street  is  very 
much  below  standard,  structurally  poor  and  should  be  replaced  with 
a  modern  block. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS 


The  Council  continues  to  operate  a  contract  system  in  respect  of 
business  and  agricultural  premises  and  gives  a  free  service  to  private 
dwellings.  One  Rodent  Officer  is  employed  full-time,  a  part-time 
assistant  terminated  his  employment  with  the  Council  and  an  effort  is 
being  made  to  replace  his  services  x^ith  a  spare  man  brought  about 
by  a  review  of  the  Refuse  Collection  service. 

PUBLIC  BATHS 


The  baths  in  Victoria  Street  still  remain  in  use  for  swimming  in  the 
summer  months  and  indoor  games  during  the  winter.  Although  the  quality 
of  the  water  in  the  pool  is  maintained  at  a  high  standard,  the  Council 
are  fully  aware  of  the  lack  of  proper  facilities  at  the  baths  hall  and  to 
this  end  have  under  consideration  the  erection  of  a  sports  complex  which 
will  include  a  new  pool.  This  project  is  long  overdue  and  a  very 
necessary  amenity. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Refuse  collection  and  disposal  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour.  During 
the  year  the  depot  has  been  transferred  from  Park  Hall  to  York  Fields, 
Oswestry.  An  incentive  bonus  scheme  is  in  operation.  Disposal  is  by 
means  of  a  pulverising  plant  and  provision  is  made  at  the  tip  for  the 
disposal  of  builders  rubble,  etc.  During  evenings  and  weekends,  skips 
are  placed  outside  the  entrance  to  the  tip  for  the  public  to  dispose  of 
unwanted  articles  and  in  addition  a  special  collection  scheme  operates 
to  assist  residents  in  disposing  of  rubbish,  articles,  garden  refuse, 
etc.  which  cannot  be  collected  as  normal  refuse. 

Sack  collection  is  operating  in  three  large  villages  and  the  possibility 
of  extending  the  system  throughout  the  whole  of  the  district  is  being 
looked  at  and,  I  hope,  implemented  during  1973, 

PLACES  OF  ENTERTAINMENT 


The  two  Cinemas  in  the  town  received  their  annual  inspection  and  a 
certificate  was  issued  regarding  their  cleanliness,  ventilation  and 
adequacy  of  facilities,  a  copy  of  which  was  submitted  to  the  Magistrates 


STREET  CLEANSING 


An  incentive  bonus  scheme  has  been  implemented  during  the  year  and  the 
labour  reduced  from  3  manual  sweepers  to  1  full  time  and  1  man  part  time 
A  mechanical  sweeper  operates  in  the  town  and  country,  the  centre  of  the 
town  is  attended  to  daily. 

The  number  of  litter  bins  has  been  increased  which  appears  to  have 
effected  an  improvement.  Much  can  be  done  by  the  public  by  strict 
observance  of  the  law  dealing  with  the  depositing  of  litter. 
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PUBLIC  SEWERS 


The  new  sewerage  system  at  Selattyn  was  completed  during  the  year. 

This  has  been  long  overdue  and  when  the  house  connections  are  completed, 
this  will  not  only  abate  nuisances  already  existing  but  will  enable 
property  owners  to  modernise  the  sub-standard  property. 


LICENSING  ACT,  1961 

Registered  Clubs  in  the  area  received  their  annual  inspection.  Some 
contraventions  of  the  relevant  legislation  were  noted  and  reported  to 
the  various  clubs.  Improvement  work  has  now  been  carried  out  at  most 
of  these  premises.  All  are  now  provided  with  satisfactory  facilities.

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NORTH  WARD  GENERAL  IMPROVEMENT  AREA 


Good  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  so  far  as  improvements 
to  Council  houses  has  been  concerned.  Woodside  with  a  total  of  50 
houses  was  completed  and  more  proceeded  with  at  Coppice  Drive,  Wats  Drive, 
Of fa  Drive,  Western  Drive,  Cambrian  Drive  and  Llwyn  Road  making  a  total 
of  171  houses  including  Woodside. 

What  was  intended  to  be  phase  4  was  split  and  a  second  phase  5  was  created 
which  in  total  amounted  to  150  houses.  Separate  contractors  commenced 
work  on  both  sites  and  good  progress  was  made.  Each  individual  house 
has  had  to  be  vacated  and  tenants  moved  for  a  temporary  period  to 
any  available  post-war  unit  that  has  become  available.  This  has  been  a 
gigantic  task  when  one  considers  the  elderly,  infirm,  etc.,  but  in  the 
main  the  tenants  have  been  very  co-operative,  even  so  the  department  has 
been  strained  to  its  limits  in  trying  to  persuade  tenants  to  move  with 
the  minimum  upset. 

Improvements  to  pre-war  council  houses  are  also  in  progress  at  Park  Hall, 
Whittington,  Gobowen,  St.  Martins,  Weston  Rhyn,  Elbridge,  Morda,  Llynclys, 
Llanymynech,  Porthywaen  and  Trefonen.  Those  at  Babbinswood  were  completed 
during  the  year.
